Suance of additional currency when a 
stringency occurs. 

Amendment as to Issues. 


The following amendment is inserted 
in the first section of the bill in leu 
of the provision which gave the comp- 
troller of the currency power to fix the 
time and amount of issues when appli- 
cation {is made ,according to his judg- 
ment and at his convenience: 

“The comptroller of the currency shell 
transmit immediately the application, 
with his recommendation, to the sec- 
retary of the treasury who shall, if in 
his judgment business conditions in the 
locality demand additional circulation, 
approve the same, and shall determine 
the time of issue and fix the amount, 
within the limitations hereinafter im- 
posed of the additional circulating notes 
to be issued. In order that the dis- 
tribution of notes to be issued under 
the provisions of this act shall be made 
as equitable as practicable between the 
various sections of the country, the sec- 
retary of the treasury shall not ap- 
prove application from asscolations in 
any state in excess of the amount to 
which such state would the entitled if the 
additional notes herein authorized on 
the basis of the proportion which the 
unimpaired capital and surplus of the 
national banking associations in such 
state bears to the total amount of un- 
impaireg capital and surplus of the na- 
tional banking associations of the United 
States: Provided, however, that in case 
the applications from associations -in 
any state shall not be equal to the 
amount which the associations of such 
state would be entitled to under this 
method of distribution, the secretary 
of the treasiry may, in his discretion, to 
meet an emergency, assign the amount 
not thus applied for to any applying 
association or associations in states in 
the same section of the country.” 


Manicipal and Railway Bonds. 


The clause of. the original bill, fixing 
5 per cent of the market value of all 
municipal and railway bonds as the 
limit of the issue of notes against them 
has been amended so that railroads 
bonds alone are to be taken at 75 per 
cént of their market value. Notes may 
be issued against deposits of municipal 
and county bonds up to 90 per cent of 
their market value. 

The limit of circulating notes that may 
be issued under the act has been raised 
from $250,000,000 to $600,000,000. The

ceptance of interest bearing obligations 
or any legally authorized bonds of 
states, cities, towns and counties as de- 


posists for the security of additional bank 


currency issued against them has beer 
broadened considerably by amendment. 
The words, “‘or other legally constituted 
municipality or district,” which have 
been added, are taken to mean that 
bonds issued by school districts and 
townships will be acceptable, providing 
they conform to requirements specified. 


The population of these municipalities is 


fixed by the reported bill at 10,000 in- 
stead of 20,000, as originally proposed, 
Investigation of Securities. 


There is an amendment making it the 
duty of the secretary of the treasury to 
obtain information with reference to the 
value and character of the municipal 
ang railroad securities authorized to be 
accepted, and he !s required to furnish 
information to national banking associa- 
tions as to such bonds as would be ac- 
ceptable as security. The clause relat- 
ing to the acceptance of railroad bonds 


as security for note issues is amended 


so as to include only the bonds of roads 
which comply with the existing law in 
reporting statements of their conditions 
and earnings to the interstate commerce 
commission. 

The provision of the original bill relat- 
ing to the preparation of circulating 
notes in blank to an amount equal to 50 
per cent of the capital stock of a 
bank requesting an issuance has been 
changed so that it is mandatory upon 
the comptroller to proceed as s00n 4s 
practicable to prepare notes for all na- 
tional banks so that they may be ready 
for fesue immediately upon the receipt 
of applications and after securities have 
been approved. 

There is no mention of the reserves of 
banks located outside of reserve or cen- 
tral cities. In the original bill it was 
required that they should hereafter hold 
at all times at least two-thirds of their 
reserve in lawful money,

WAS SUNK IN COLLISION 


Master and Ten Men of the Crew 
Were Taken on Board 
the Comanche. 

Wilmington, N. C., January 30.—While 
lying at anchor at Southport, N. C., this 
morning, the United States revenue cut- 
ter Seminole, Captain J. H. Quinan, in- 
tercepted a wireless message from the 
Clyde liner Comanche to the Clyde 
steamer Apache, stating that an un- 
known steamer had sunk the four- 
masted schooner Helen E. Taft, Captain 
Fales, from Baltimore to Galveston, Tex., 
6 miles southwest, half west, from Cape 
Lookout lightship. The Comanche had 
on board the master and ten men of the 
crew of the Taft. 

The Seminole immediately put to sea, 
and at 3 p. m. today spoke to the Swed- 
ish steamer Upplands, Captain Perrson, 
from Port Arthur to Rotterdam and Car- 
diff, off Frying Pan lightship. The 
Upplands had been in a collision the 
night before with the Taft and had her 
bow badly stove in. The Seminole of- 
fered asSistance, but this was declined. 

The Seminole was in search of the 
steamer Bluefields, which left Philadel- 
phia for Jacksonville and is five days 
overdue. The cutter has been warning 
steamers plying the coast of the sunken 
schooner Taft, which is very dangerous 
and immediately in the path of naviga- 
tion. So far as could be ascertained, 
no lives were lost.

POLICIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 


There is a deeprooted reason for the unqualified approval of the policies 
of President Roosevelt as disclosed in thé recent remarkable straw ballot 
taken by The Chicago Tribune. 

“Do you approve the policies of the president and should they be con- 
tinued?” {is the question which The Tribune asked of 4,438 republicans prom- 
inent in national affairs, and men representative, largely, of the sentiment 
of their respective communities. pi 

The question was put to 1,978 editors, 1,784 members of state legisla- 
tures, 66 members of congress, 259 delegates to the last national convention, 
274 alternates to the same convention, and 77 state officials. 


Positive affirmative replies, were returned by 4,044 of these, 184 said |

“no,” while 210 were noncommittal.

While the tabulation of the vote by states indicates a tolerably even 
proportion, it is a noteworthy fact that the comparative number of negative 
replies is greater from certain southerr. states than from those of the north 
and west. Notable among these are South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
Sissippi and Missouri. 

It is apparent from the character of the persons to whom the question 


was propounded, and the practical] unanimity of the affirmative response, | 


that the result of this test vote is a remarkable indorsement of the Roose- 
veltian policies, even far beyond that which might have been anticipated by 
some of the president's warmest admirers. 

The great underlying reason for this testimonial is found in the fact 
that President Roosevelt stands for constructive, rather than the destructive 
policies which have been paraded by certain of his imitators. He demanded 
regulation and not persecution of the corporations. He stands for the sup- 
pression of evil, of violation of law, and not for oppression even of that 
through which the evil comes. 

Above all, President Roosevelt’s purpose has been directed to the general 
good. Ignoring the argument ad hominem, the appeal to the pocketbook, he 
has made no radical promises for political effect which he '*new were im- 
possible of fulfillment. What he has demanded and promised is accomplished 
or in the process of accomplishment. 

it is not unnatural, perhaps, that the revulsion of sentiment against the 
president's Imitators was pointed out from certain quarters as evidence of 
public hostility against the course of the occupant of the white house, when it 
was found that the wild promises of political demagogues would not and could 
not be fulfilled. These promises were based invariably upon appeals to the 
selfish and mercenary instincts of the voter. They offered promise of annihi- 
latory rate reduction, which served their purpose as a stepping-stone to office. 
They knew that these promises could not be redeemed, but the average mer- 
chant did not. The merchants were iured on by the hope of tremendous 
saving in their freight bills, and the consumer at the same time was prom- 
ised that he would reap proportionate benefit in the reduced price of his 
purchases, 

But now, the manufacturer, the merchant and the consumer have had 
their eyes opened, and they find that they have been used as cat’s-paws to 
pull somebody else’s chestnuts out of the fire.

LETTERS FROM PEOPLE. 


The Wirs Monument. 

Editor Constitution: I was at Anderson- 
ville frequently and was well acquainted with 
Wirz and his family.. I wil tell of one trip 
I made to the prison. My uncle, Captain W. 
B. Haygood, of the Forty-fourth Georgia, lost 
his arm at Gettysburg and was taken pris- 
oner and sent to Jo Johnson's island. 
While there he met two Ohio ladies, who 
were very kind to him. Finding out from 
them that they had a brother in prison at 
Andersonville, he wrote home to us to find 
him and return the favors to him. I went 
there at once. I called at Wirz’s office and 
told him my mission. He ag once sent me 
inside the prisen, where there were 40,000 
prisoners. I spent nearly a whole day in the 
office, where there were engaged on the 
lists over 400 clerks, all of whom were pris- 
oners. All were interested in my mission, 
and every one that I came in contact with 
Was as cheerful as you could expect prisoners 
to be. In fact, I found no difference in the fare 
ef prisoner and guard of both grub and quar- 
ters. Of course the prisoners were crowded 
more, there being 40,000 of them, and only 
about 1,000 confeds. In 1866, when Wirz 
Was arrested, we all wanted to go to Wash- 
ington to vindicate him, but no, we were 
not pérmitted to do so. My uncle, John Hay- 
good, was stationed at Andersonville and 
while there was taken sick: we moved him 
to my father’s home in Macon, where he 
died. The facts are that In proportion we had 
as many men to sicken and die as the fed- 
erals did. I certainly would much prefer 
that the monument be placed on the capitol 
grounds than that it be put at Anderson-.

I had the misfortune of being a prisoner 
of war at Fort Delawaie for twenty months 
and ten days as a private of company C, 
Fifteenth Georgia regiment, Confederate 
States volunteers, having been captured with 
Seventy others of my regiment in the battle 
of the third day at Gettysburg. Whilst it 
would take a book, and a large one, to tell 
all of the atrocities committed on us_in this 
prison, still I have no hesitation in saying that 
Andersonville was a palace compared to the 
Surroundings and treatment received by us as 
prisoners in the fort and island, and so far 
as I have heard all northern prisons were 
alike, and this was Only a sample.

The atrocities committed at Fort Delaware 
were many, amongst which was the horse- 
whipping of prisoners who were not in their 
bunks by 9 p. m., besides shooting us when- 
ever they pleased to do so. This prison was 
on an island at the mouth of Delaware bay, 
surrounded by water, and if a prisoner who 
had tried to make his escape by. swimming 
the bay called for help from drowning the 
authorities there ordered a file of soldiers 
on the levee and they fired on the drowning 
men till they were dead, when they would 
take a boat and drag them in and have 
fhem buried. They did this, they said, to 
intimidate us from attempting to escape. They | 
had all gorts of cruel punishments for us, one 
of which was to make our men run and jump 
a 12-foot ditch in the winter time covered with 
thin fce and if our men falled to jump across 
would fall in the filthy and muddy ditch up 
to their armpits. They tiled men up by the 
thumbs for three hours a day, for three or 
four days in succession, which punishment I 
received myself; then putting them in a dun- 
geon in the solid rock masonry of the fort 
20 or 30 feet deep, the floor o?f which was 
covered with sharp spikes 6 inches apart, so 
the prisoners could not lay down, and kept 
them there on bread and water for two weeks. 

Captain Wirz was only a subordinate officer 
ard be acted entirely under superior orders 
and did no more than his duty. Fort Dela- 
ware was !n command of General Schoeff, 
who was just imported from Germany, and 
could searcely speak English. His adjutant 
was a Captain G. W. Abi, of Pittsburg, who 
Was an incarnate devil in wreaking his ven- 
geance and frolic on our imprisoned soldiers. 

I don’t think it matters whether the monu- 
ment is placed in Andersonville, but would 
suggest that it be put in a conspicuous place 
on Georgia soil, say on the capitol grounds, 
the monument, tnscription and all, for I be- 
lieve the inscription to be as true as Holy 
Writ. 

Am sorry to bring up this subject, for I 
have long since forgiven and forgotten the 
war and the sufferings I endured as a pris- 
oner, but if the north has monuments to her 
soldiers and heroes, why not the south help 
her beloved daughters have one to her mar- 
tyr?

(From The Springfield, Mass., Unton.) 

It is highly significant that in the south, 
where the doctrine of state rights has been

UF KEELY BUYS 


Neal Bank Protected by Mortgage 
on Valuable Real Estate, 


ALL ORIGINALSTOCKHOLDERS 


’ 


And Those Who Have Not Paid Their 
Subscription for Stock in the 
Neal Bank Are Liable 
for Double the 
Amount. 


Some new facts were brought out 
in the Neal Bank case yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge Ellis, when: the at- 
torneys for the receiver, Candler, 
Thompson and Hirsch, filed a petition 
for an order from the court to secureé 
the debts of the Keely sons with the 
bank. Thig provides that the $50,000 
owed by Arthur C., John and Robert 
W. Keely will be secured by a mort- 
gage on the real estate they Inherited 
from their parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Keel¥. 
the statutory liability. which says 
that the original stockholders and those 
who have not paid their subscriptions 
for the stock are liable for double the 
amount, was brought out in the argu- 
meng, 

From reports it was shown that the 
Keely estaie still owed $27,000 on the 
original subscription to stock made by 
their parents. By making a mortgage 
on their real estate the total amount 
they owed, and the $27,000 additional 
was made up. Tht Keely sons are, 
however, relieved of the statutory lia- 
bility, as the receiver did not think 
that in this case they could be held 
liable 

The petition for the order was made 
because the $50,000 was unsecured. 

Only 40 Per Cent Paid. 


Regarding the affairs of the Neal 
Bank it was brought to light that the 
Original capital was $250,000, and the 
original paid in capital was just $100,- 
000, or 40 per cent of that subscribed. 
The balance, it is stated, was to be 
paid whenever, the bank should cal! for 
it, but that was never done. The orig- 
inal subscribers, and the 40 per cent 
they paid. is as follows: 

John Neal's estate, $32,000: E. H. 
Thornton, $2,000; Mrs. E. H. Thornton, 
$16,000; Mrs. lL. N. Pittman, $16,000; 
Jira Key, Sr., $2,000; Mrs. John 
Keely, Sr., $16,000; total, $100,000. 

These subscribers, if the assets fail 
to pay depositors, are liable for the re- 
maining $150,000 unpaid, and the statu- 
tory liability in addition. According to 
the law of the state stockholders are 
liable for twice the amount of stock 
they hold in a bank. but the charter 
of the Neal Bank makes them liable 
for any sum, their holdings to be used 
only to prorate their parts of the debts. 
The rectiver thinks it doubtful that 
they will ever be called on for the stat- 
utory HMabllity. 

The notes which. the Keely boys had 
made with the bank were produced in 
the proceedings. They are as follows: 
Arthur V. Keely, $2,000, due January 
made May !, 1907; $2,500, due Janu- 
ary 2, made January 2 ‘i907. John 
Keely, $30,000, due Jantary 2, made 
January 2, 1907; $500, due January 2, 
made November 15, 1907: two notes, 
$500 each. due January 2, made July 
and October last year: $1,000, due Jan- 
uary 2, made November 21, 1907: two 
notes, $500, due January 2, made July 
and September. Robert W. Keely. $9,000, 
due January !, made January |, 1907; 
$1,000, due January !, made in June, 
1907; $1,000, due January 2, made in 
March; overdraft of A. C. Keely, 
$1,285.34. Total, $50,785.34. 

In explanation of the original sub- 
scription it was stated that Mr. Neal, 
deceased, subscribed for 50 shares at 
$i00 a share, making $5,000: Mrs. Neal, 
deceased. subscribed for 400 shares at 
$100 a share, making $40,000. They paid 
in $18,000, and left $27,000 to be paid. 

Mrs. Keely, whin she died, left her 
estate to her three sons. According to 
the terms of the will they came-*into 
possession of the real estate in 1902. 
When the notes came due this vear they 
told the receiver that they were unable 
to meet them, but would turn over the 
real estate, signing a note for twelve 
months at 6 per cent, and to secure this 
the property was mortgaged. This prop- 
erty Wag valued by the receiver at 
$110,000. The mortgage covers both the 
notes and the $27,000 due the bank on 
unpaid subscriptions to.stock. <A ‘pro- 
viso was made that they should be re- 
lieved from the statutory lability. 
which was granted by the court because 
the statutory Nability holds when every 
asset has been paid and the balance 
due the stockholdere is determined. 
which takes considerable time: because 
the notes due are not secured, and be- 
cause it was doubtful whether the Keely 
boys are liable under the statute. 

If. however, the stockholders are 
called on for unpaid subscriptions they 
can contest the matter in the courts, 
but under the mortgage, which is bind- 
ing. they have to abide by the decree of 
the court. 

The liability of unpaid subscriptions 
refers only to the original subscribers.

‘But Few Operations on Either 


Side of Market 


Ramor That President, in His Mes- 
sage, Denounces Corporations 
and the Stock Exchange Had 
Depressing Effect on 
the Floor. 


New York, January 30.—The profound 


-dullness of the stock market wag its 


salient feature today. Outside partici- 
pation was @ negligible quantity. The 
professionals seemed as much indis- 
posed to opérate on one side of the 
market as on the other. The influences 
which was caused in the early part of 
the day were unmistakably depressing 
to sentiment. The contigent of room 
traders attempted to take advantage 
of this by selling stocks. Prices yield- 
ed without vigorous resistance, but the 
supply of stocks coming out on the de- 
cline wag scanty. A position of under- 
lying firmness was argued from this 
and the professional sales were, there- 
fore, covered by corresponding pur- 
chases. The improvement had little ef- 
fect in prompting active commitments, 
owing to the desire to await the pub- 
lication of President Roosevelt's special 
message to congress tomorrow and ob- 
serve its effect on general opinion. 
Brokers’ offices quite generally claimed 
to be well informed on the contents oc 
the message and abstracts circulated at 
the stock exchange professed to give. 
with great particularity, Lteral pas- 
sages of the document containing @ 
strain of invective against some promi- 
nent interests in the conporation world 
and against their action as well as @& 
vigorous criticism and denunciation of 
the stock exchange itself, which created 
a consderable sensation. While the 
early weakness of the market, due to 
this influence, was overcome, the con- 
tinued dullness was attributable to the 
repressive influence of the same factor. 
The closing of two of the smaller cléar- 
ing house banks, which had been un- 
able to throw off the inéubus of dis- 
trustful influences, although the orig- 
inal causes had been eliminated, was 
not a marked factor in the stock mar- 
ket, nor was the run precipitated on 
another institution for the same rea- 
sons. The conditions affecting these 
banks have been clearly known and 
frankly discussed, for some time past, 
and their evident peculiarity with the 
immediate institutions affected, deprived 
them of any influences for the disturb- 
ance of feeling over the general situa- 
tion. The reports of a waiting line of 
depositors at the teller’s window of @ 
New York clearing house bank contained 
too many reminders of an unpleasant 
past, however, to be entirely without 
effect. Some special weakness in Dela- 
ware and Hudson was due to the move- 
ment amongst holders of its securities 
to oppose the company’s plans for rais- 
ing funds. The reduction of the an- 
thracite output left other members of 
the group of coalers sensitive to the in- 
fluence of this stock. The weakness of 
the London cepper market was against 
any advance in stocks. The day’s re- 
duced dealings were mostly concluded 
before noon and the market was in @ 
torpid state for the latter part of the 
da’.

News of the Day Was Favorable to 
Bears and but Little Support 
Was Given Market, Except 
by Shorts — Corn Closed 
Easy—Oats Weak.

Chicago, January 30.—Wheat prices 
on the local market broke 2 cents to- 
day from the high point, because of 
heavy selling by holders. At the close, 
the May delivery showed a net loss of 
2\1-4c.
